BROOK TROUT CULTURE. 

A. Pond, for 'This Purpose Should 33a Con¬ 
structed on Every Farm, 

The culture of brook trout, even on 
a small scale, is a source of continual 
delight, and with pure running water 
at hand anyone who has carefully ob¬ 
served the habits and requirements oi 
trout in their native brooks can suc¬ 
cessfully raise them. If a stream 
crosses the farm the pond should not 
he made directly in line with the 
course or bed. of it, 'or freshets may 
wash its embankments away. At least 
every bard rain will roil the pond, de, 
positinsr mud to the detriment of the 
finny prisoners. If a stream is to sup¬ 
ply the water make the pond at one 
side of it, but never on a dat that may 
be overflowed. The best method is to 
delve the reservoir out of the side of 
some slope rising from the stream, and 
then carry the water to it by an open 
feeder, high enough up in its source to 
permit of a gentle, easy flow, as seen 
in the accompanying " sketch. The 
feeder may he a deep, narrow ditch 
with sod banks, and protected at both 
its ingress and egress by finely woven 
wire screens. The pond itself need 
not be more than four or five feet deep 
in the center, sloping to a shallow 
edge at the circumference.

Boston, Aug. 11.—A further advance has 
been ostabtished on fine fresh made butter. 
The supply of this grade has continued 
light all the week, and receivers were un¬ 
able to fill all their regular orders yester- 
t day. The next best grades are plentiful 
enough, hut they are a littlefirmer insym 
pathy with the fancy grades. 

The general demand shows no increase. 
After passing the fancy lots of northern 
and western trade is rather slow, and if 
holders attempted to force business con¬ 
cessions would have to be made. Buyers 
who want tip-top quality do not-hositate 
to pay the advance, but they are very 
critical, and must have the best or nothing 
at all. 

The pinch comes more particularly on 
the fancy makes from Vermont aud New 
Hampshire, which, are received in assorted 
packages fresh every week. A few fancy 
brands of western rank near as high as 
northern, but as a rule the receipts from 
tho west have not tho fresh quick flavor of 
the new lots from Vermont and New 
Hampshire. 

Statistically viewed the outlook is as un¬ 
favorable as ever for high prices. Receipts 
dnrimr July increased largely over same 
month last year, and the supplies in cold 
storage increased about 60,000 tubs during 
the month. Last week 0320 tubs were put 
In and 3719 tubs taken out, leaving a stock 
on Saturday of 190,834 tubs, against 140,- 
484 tubs same time last year, au Increase 
of 50,000 tubs. 

Receivers of fine fresh northern cream¬ 
ery were short of supplies on Monday and 
Tuesday, and were enabled to get at least 
1 cent per pound more than a week pre¬ 
vious. The best lots in assorted-sized tubs 
sold readily at 21 cents and some of the re-" 
ceivers said they would ask 21J£ to 23 
cents for new supplies. 

No improvement can be reported in the 
cheese market. In fact, there is an easier 
tendency, and it is doubtful if last week’s 
prices will be fully maintained. Choice 
northern twins continue to be quoted at 
8 )£ and SK cents, but only in small lots. 
For large sizes 8 cents is a top price, and it 
Is hard to got it from tno trade.
